Even the Soda Water Fountains Mad 
to Pay the Police for Protection, 
New York, Octgber 17.—Chief Counsel Goff

TRIED BY TWO COURTS IN ONE DAY. 


The Libel Suit of Sophia Bennett 
Against Editor Rosewater. 

Omaha, -Neb,;, October 17.—The mos: re- 
markabie/ situation “in the history. of the 
district court was on this morning, when 
two different judges in two different rooms 
of the building were engaged in hearing 
the same casc. 

Judge Scott, said to be a-personal enemy 
of Rosewater, editor of The Umaha Lee, 
announced last night that he would cer- 
tainly insist on trying the criminal ‘libel 
suit of Sophia Bennett against Rosewater, 
despite the request of the editor for a 
change of venue and the decision of the 
other five judges that the case shovld be 
taken from Judge Scott and tried tefcre 
Judge Ambrose. When court convened 
Judge Scott took up the case, being upheld 
and sustained by the county attorney, and 
entered upon the hearing of the motion to 
dismiss the request for a change of venue. 

Mrs. Bennett declared it her intention to 
refuse to prosecute before any other judge 
than Scott. At the same hour Juwige Am- 
brose called up the case and cuominued it 
until 2 o’clock. Judge Scott heuid and 
granted the motion to ijismiss presenie.’ by 
Mrs. Bennett, and delivered a iong decla- 
ration of principles, declaring the other 
judges to be swayed by fear of Rosewater. 
He insisted that the other judges had no 
right to transfer the case from his docket, 
but that he had exclusive jurisdiction, and 
in exercising this jurisdiction ne dismissed 
the motion. The motion was 3ti!l befcre 
Judge Ambrose for hearing this afternowun.

Negro Rapist. 
THEY BATTER DOWN THE DOORS 


Of an Ohio Prison and Are Fired on 
by the Guard, 


THREE KILLED ANO TEN WOUNDED 


In the Fight to Save a Black Brute. 
Cincinnati Troops Ordered to © 
the Front. 


Washington Courthouse, O., October 17.— 
In the criminal court today Jasper Dolby, 
the negro who assaulied Mrs. Mary C. Bird, 
of Parrott’s station, a week ago, confessed 
the crime and was sentenced to the. peni- 
tentiary for twenty years. There was every 
prospect of a bloody fight tonight, 
great mob was in town bent on lynching 
Dolby, and the sheriff had two companies 
of state militia here to help him protect 
the prisoner. 

A special grand jury was called. Dolby 
was indicted today and his trial and sen- 
tence followed promptly. The county offi- 
cers hoped by this meang to quiet the mob 
and avert a*fight. 

The Mob in Front of the Jail. 

Columbus, O., October 17.—A special from 
Washington Courthouse, O., says: 

“As darkness came on a crowd of 1,500 
people surrounded the courthouse and jail, 
which are really one building, yelling: 

“Lynch him! Lynch him!’ 

“Finally some one threw a stone which 
struck a soldier on the breast. Then Col- 
onel Coit, whose anger wag aroused, ad- 
dressed the people in language which was 
very plain and forceful. He told them not 
to repeat the offense. ° 

“ ‘If you want to injure any one,’ said he, 
‘hit me, and not those young men,’ and 
with hat uplifted he walkéqd out into the 
crowd and said, ‘Here I am,’ his face ashen 
with anger. . 

“The crowd gathered around him, but not 
a man lifted his hand to strike the colonel. 
It was probably well that they did s,ot, for 
standing on the courthouse steps were the 
soldiers, with guns loaded, waiting for or- 
ders to fire. The crowd surged closer and 
closer to the courthouse steps, becomirg 
bolder as the darkness increased. 

Colonel Coit addressed them again,or rath- 
er attempted to do so, but they would not 
listen to him. He shouted that he would 
have to order the soldiers to fire if they did 
not fall back, but on they came, and final- 
ly.the order to fire was given. Many were 
seen to fall, and the mob fied like a lot of 
frightened sheep. The dead are: 

SMITH WELSH, eighteen years of age, 


son of a groceryman, shot in the head and 


abdomen. 

JESS JULY, twenty-five years old, shot in 
breast and abdomen; he was a laborer. 

MACK JOHNSON, of Williamsburg, 
Brown county, shot in bowels. 

The wounded are: William Sam, ‘twenty- 
three years old, a Iaborer from Adams 
county working here; Theodore Ommerman, 
shot in right thigh; Frank Neiterhouse, an 
aged man, shot in left leg; George Keating, 
fourteen years old, shot in groin and in 
both legs, and will die; Frank Smith, flesh 
wound in the foot; Dial Parrott, twenty 
years old, shot in right foot; John McCune, 
flesh wound in foot; Ernest Ellis, shot in 


foot: others were undoubtedly injured, but 


these are the most seriously hurt. 
Battering Down Doors. 

The crowd secured a battering ram and 
began to beat down the door. Not a shot 
was fired by the soldiers until the door fell 
in, when the troops fired the volley which 
resulted so fatally. 

The remainder of the soldiers were sta- 
tioned at the south entrance unmindful 
that a portion of the crowd was making an 
attempt to batter down the door at the 
north entrance. The first fright following

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TO COIN A BRITISH DOLLAR. 


The Government Sanctions It and It 
Will Be Put Out in 1895. 
London, October 17.—At a meeting of the 
directors of.the Chartered Bank of India, 
Australia and China, held this afternoon, 


. the chairman announced that the govern- 


ment had given their sanction to the coin- 
age of a British dollar for circulation in 
the Straits settlement and Hong Kong. 
The fall in the price of silver, he said, had 
affected the eastern trade and lessencd the 
export of the Mexican dollar to such an 
extent as to threaten the eastern colonies 
with a total absence cf currency. In these 
circumstances the banks, the local govern- 


ment and the chambers of commerce had 


asked in concert and obtained the sanction 
of the treasury for the coinage of a British 
dollar in Bombay which would possibly be 
in circulation in the east early in 1895.

Ordering Troops Forward. 

At 9 o’clock tonight Majutant - General 
Howe ordered out, as additional foree, 
battery B of the first artillery ‘at Cincinnati. 

Sheriff Cook, of Fayette county, tele- 
graphed General Howe as follows: “The 
rumor is correct. Three have been killed 
and eight or ten wounded.” 

The first message was received from Col- 
onel ‘A. B. Coit, in command of the state 
troops at Washington Courthouse, since 
the report of the assault at 1 o’clock to- 
night. It was addressed to General J. C. 
Howe. and was as follows: 

“Your telegrams just received. No re- 
inforcements. have yet arrived. We can 
hold the courthouse for hours. The doors 
were broken in and the guards fired on 
the mob. Reported to us that two were 


- killed and three wounded. It is reported to 


the sheriff that the mob hag broken into 
the powder house and taken the powder. 
It is the most determined mob I ever saw. 
The troops used every precaution. The 
sheriff and Judge Maynard approved our 
action. I pleaded and begged -of the mén 
to peaceably disperse. Our men afe alli 
right, now.”

Another Account of the Tragedy. 
Columbus, O., October 17.—Anothe?r account 
from Washington Courthouse says: ‘The 
Special grand jury was impaneled, the ne- 
gro indicted, and he was taken from the 
jail to the courthouse, tried and sentenced 
to twenty years’ imprisonment in the peni- 
tentiary about as quick as it takes to write 
it. The militia companies formed at the 
west side of the courthouse, while the sher- 
iff and deputy, James Busick, went to the 
jail for the prisoner. THe west entrance to 
the courthouse is about forty feet from a 
rear side door of the jail, and there are 
high steps leading to the former A thou- 
sand people had gathered in the courthouse 
yard to angrily protest against the course 
of leaden-heeled justice. A thousand people 
with curses and imprecations vowed that 
Dolby should never be taken past them up 
the high steps to the hall. The sheriff and 
his deputies had already emerged from ‘the 
jail door, when the acknowledged leader of 
the crowd, Henry Kirk, who married Mrs. 
Boyd's sister, rushed toward the trembling 
wretch, protected by the sworn officers of 
the law, and breaking through the tin 
ranks of the stalwart guards, seized the 
culprit with a hand of iron, Quick as a 
flash the musket of a soldier was swung 
with great force and Mr. Kirk was dealt 
a blow in the face. The angry crowd surgec 
madly forward and in the rush swept one 
soldier bey around the corner and away 
from his company, but he quickly returned 
to his post. Tne curses and imprecations of 
the thyroughly ‘maddened crowd grew in 
volume and the wretchéd prisoner trembled 
like an aspen. The prisoner weakened visi- 
bly akd he had to be supported. Colonel 
Coit rallied his men for a st- 
preme effort and the prisoner 
was almost carried up the steps and 
into the courthouse. There was then a 
scene of intense excitement. Men, armed 
with staves and every form of weapon, 
rushed blindly almost inte the bayonets of 
the soldiers, and some so far forgot them- 
sdives @sto rush ahacst om tah troops. 
Deputy Btisick and -Detective Caldwell held 
the prisoner between them, and neither 
forgot his nerve. Henry Kirk, frantic with 
rage, rushed down an alley-for surgical 
aid, presently returning with a huge plaster 
over his face. His friends, weil-dressed 
farmers, and even business men of this 
city, rallied at his approach, and there were 
hoarse cries of ‘“‘We will get him yet!’ 
“It’s a long way to the depot!’’ etc. 
Colonel Coit, commanding the _ troops, 
stepped on the steps of the courthouse and 
warned the excited people to disperse. His 
words fell on deaf ears. Turning to his 
men, he shouted, ‘‘Load!”’ There was a 
uniform clicking of hammers, and every 
soldier prepared his weapon for trouble. 
The startled crowd fell back a few steps, 
and several of the more timid rushed for 
the corners. They rallied almost immedi- 
ately and closed in, but the soldiers held 
them back. Once up to the third floor of 
the courthouse and into the room where 
the trials are held, Dolby was soon legally 
declared.a criminal. At exactly 3:52 o'clock 
he was led into the courtroom, and in three 
minutes he was sentenced to twenty years’ 
imprisonment, ten days in each year in 
solitary confinement. 


The Mob Sullen and Silent. 


Shortly after midnight Adjutant Generai 
Howe secured telephonic communication 
with Major John Cc. Speaks, of the Four- 
teenth regiment, surrounded in the comrt- 
house at Washington Courthouse by the 
mob. Major Speaks said the imob about 
the courthouse and jail seemed to be as 
large as ever, but not so noisy and defiant. 
He was informed that another large crowd 
had collected at the railway’ station evi- 
dently awaiting the arrival of more troops. 
The wisdom of arranging it so that all the 
detachments should arrive at the same time 
was now apparent and orders were sent to 
the officers of the different commands to 
effect a meeting at some distance from the 
town. Major Speaks said the troops at the 
courthouse would be able to hold it against 
the mob, notwithstanding that it was 
Known that an attempt would be made by 
a volley of musketry. The mob seemed to 
be without leaders of courage or it would 
be equal to almost anything, 

The troops being sent as reinforcements 
are now near Washington Courthouse. 
Should the mob disperse promptly on their 
arrival the prisoner, Dolby, will be brought 
on the special train directly to this city 


under the guard of-the entire force of state ° 


troops and placedin the state prison. Gen- 
eral Howe says he will not feel easy until 
the prisoner is safe béhind the doors of the 
State prison. Unless it is plain that the 
troops have overawed the rioters, however, 
no attempt will be made to move the pris- 
oOner until daylight and the troops will 
guard the courthouse and jail through the 
rest of the night. 

Fayette county is settled by farmers and 
the region is distinctively rural. There are 
no large cities in it, farming and stock 
raising is almost the only occupation. That 
a mob so bold and persistent should be 
met there is a gurprise to the state mili- 
tary officers. Never have the mining re- 
gions, which were supposed to contain all 
the worst elements of the state’s popula- 
tion, produced a mob that equaled this one 
in dogged tenacity of purpose and boldness,

Caused ibe Tragle Death of Captain 
B. F. McCabe. 
THE STORY OF A DOUBLE TRAGEDY. 


A Brother Brought from Texas the 
Perpetrator. 


HE WAS EVIDENTLY AN INSANE MAN, 


The Captain Greeted with Bullets as He 
Approached His Rural Home. 
Both Brothers Dead. 


Charleston, S. C., October 17.—(Special.)— 
The death, this afternoon, of Captain B. F. 
McCabe marks the end of a strange doubie 
tragedy, the first act of which occurred 
about three weeks ago at McClellanville, a 
small settlement in this county. 

The Mysterious Brother. 

Frank McCabe was a bright, pusbing, 
energetic and public a@pirited capitalist. Very 
few people outside of his intimates knew 
that he had a brother, George McCabe, who 
had been living in Texas for years, and still 
fewer knew of his return here. As a mat- 
ter of fact, he did return some months ago, 
and was placed in charge of the plantations 
of the Berkeley Land Company, of which 
Fiank was the president, and which owns 
vast tracts of land in Berkeley county, 
much of it purchased from the state at 
delinquent tax sales. 

The First Act of the Tragedy. 

The first act of the tragedy occurred dur- 
ing the latter part of September. It seems 

, that Captain McCabe went out to the stock 
farm, and upon approaching the house oc- 
cupied by hi6 brother Mr. George W. Mc- 
Cabe, was greeted by the report of a gun, 
and a load of shot tore his coat on the right 
side. A second shot was fired, and Captain 
McCabe received several buckshot in his 
left arm. He then retreated and hid be- 
hind a cabin. His brother was about to 
follow him, but was turned back by a col- 
ored man who lived in the cabin. Mr. 
George McCabe then went into his house 
again, and when next seen was dead, hav- 
ing taken a dose of strychnine, probably 
right after the shooting.

Captain MeCabe Dies. 

Frank McCabe, after a very painful jour- 
ney, was brought to the city, and for some 
time it was thought that his wounds were 
not of a serious character. Within the pest 
day or two, however, blood poison developed 
and mortification of the arm set in, when it 
was too late to perform an amputation. 
Death came this afternoon. 

There are rumors that Geerge McCabe 
was at one time confined in an asylum, be- 
ing insane, but he had been living in Texas 
for a number of years, and came to superin- 
tend the stock farm in Berkeley only a few 
months ago. It had been feared before this 
last sad occurrence that his mind was af- 
fected, and his actions on Wednesday would 
seem to be convincing that he was totally 
unaccountable for his actions. 

A Loss to the Commanity. 

Frank McCabe was very popular here. 
He was a graduate of the Citadel academy, 
ard served in the war with the cadet corps. 
After the war he was captain of the Trish 
volunteers of this city, and at one time 
president of the Hibernian society. He was 
a large invester in all thé industrial enter- 
prises started in the city and was very gen- 
erous in his contributions to charitable pur- 
poses. He is a distinct loss to the commu- 
nity. His age was forty-seven years.

Fifteen Thousand Japanese Troops 
Ready to Move Forward. 

New York, October 17.—The Herald's 

special cable dispatch from Shanghai this 


morning : 

“Fifteen thousand Japanese troops under 
Field Marshal Oyama are encamped 
across Regent's Sward promontory, to the 
north ®6f Port Arthur and within sight of 
the naval stronghold. They are waiting 
for a favorable moment to move forward 
while outside the port the Japanese crais- 
ers are ready to intercept all retreat sea- 
ward. 

“Sung-K wei, the empress’s father-in-law, 
has reached Shanghai-Kwan, a place on 
the guif of Liao-Tung, where the high road 
from the coast to Peking begins. He takes 
chief command and will try to prevent the 
landing of the Japanese at this point, 
which possesses great strategic importance. 

“A serious split has occurred at Peking 
between O'Connor, the British minister, 
and Count Cassinia, the Russian minister. 

“All foreigners still remaining in the 
capital have received peremptory orders 
to leave.”

Mr. Wurts has discovered some very im- 
portant facts about the action of electricity 
that cOMmmonly accompanies storms and 
upon the basis of his discoveries he has de- 


vised a system of protection against light-. 


ning. He has also invented appliances to 
make his system effective. 

In jnvestigating this subject in the labo- 
ratory and also where extensive plants were 
in operation, Mr. Wurts found the ordinary 
arresters on the market practically useless 
in saving lines and apparatus, especially in 
the case of extensive plants and for high 
currents, 

Among other important discoveries he 
made was that discharges may be made 
over a surface very much easier than over 
an air space. The lightning arrester he 
invented had its origin as a result of this 
discovery. His system of protection is based 
upon several discoveries he has made as 
to the action of lightning charges and by 
means of the system he has devised and 
the appliances he has invented he can now 
reduce the possibility of damage by light- 
ning to practically nothing. 

Mr. Wurts is yet a young man. He was 
bern in Carbondale, Pa., in 1862, and in view 
of the time he spent in study and training 
before he began to apply his knowledge, 
he has made unusual headway in the fields 
of discovery and invention.

There is no other machine of this kind in 
the south, and, in fact, there are several 
features of improvement embodied in its 
construction which make it practically 
unique in this country. Nearly every dele- 
gate to the convention, naturally interested 
in’ all puch) machines, has been 10) isspect 
this apparatus, and. all have. expressed 
themselves as immensely pleased with the 
machine. 

Technically speaking, this generator is 
called a multipolar direct current, direct 
connected railway generator, of 00 K. W. 
and running at 530 volts. It will be ob 
served that it is directly attached to the 
steam engine, instead of operating by «4 
belt, as is usually the case with ordinary 
dynamos. This method of direct connec- 
tion originated with the Westinghouse com- 
pany, and it has since been generally 
adopted, .owing to the- many advantages 
it affords in practical operation. In this 
case the armature of the generator consti- 
tutes the fly wheel of the engine, and it 
revolves at the rate of 90 revolutions per 
minute. Its construction is exceedingly 
compact. In fact, every part of the ma- 
chine has been utilized in its operation. It 
is a ten-pole generator, and the armature 
is of a new type, consisting of bar windings 
without. joints. Every turn is insulated 
with mica before it is placed on the coll.

He Was a Peculiar Man. 


Jeffries had always been known as a pe- 
culiar individual. He it was who possessed 
considerable property and people had be- 
come acquainted. with that fact. It was 
further understood that he held most of it 
in’ ready cash, and that he carried it in a 
belt around his waist. An account was 
given in The Constifution about his coming 
to Cuthbert about two years ago, getting on 
a drunk and on returning to his home, about 
six miles below Cuthbert, was waylaid and 
robbed of over $1,000 in gold that he had 
around his waist. He never recovered this 
money, nor had any clue to who the parties 
were. It weighed heavily upon his mind 
and no doubt hastened his death, which oc- 
curred on the 12th of this month. 

A Stery of His Early Life. 

@ people generally knew that Jeffries 
owned considerably. property, although his 
appearance indicated that of a man in ab- 
ject poverty. A history of Jeffries’s early 
life might throw. additional Hight upon the 
recorded facts as get out in his will. During 
the war Jeffries owned several slaves, 
among the number was a good looking mu- 
latto girl by the name of Alice. When these 
slaves were made free Jeffries kept this 
woman Alice and they lived with each oth. 
er as man and wife, although they were 
never married. As a result of this illicit 
love and relation five’ illegitimate children 
were born to them. Jeffries always looked 
upon and called these his children. Of the 
number one was. a girl and four boys. The 
girl was sent north and given a good edu- 
cation. So were two of the older boys sent 
north for an education. One died and one 
was with him at his death. His concubine 
died prior to hig making the will that was 
placed on record yesterday. To her he deed- 
ed fifty acres of land—the land that he lived 
on, six miles below Cuthbert. He had often 
remarked that he intended to leave his 
property to his children, although he had a 
sister living in Cuthbert, and nephews and 
nieces in and near this city, whom every 
one thought would get his property, but not 
so. 

What the Will Says. 

In his will, which was admitted to re- 
cord in common form in the ordinary’s of- 
fice yesterday, was disclosed the fact that 
the same was made October 22, 1887, that it 
was in duplicate. When he died no will was 
found. Some $00 in money, some land and 
some notes, accounts and personal property 
were left. There was no one to take charge 
so his nephew by marriage came to Cuth- 
bert and petitioned for temporary letters of 
administration. Hardly had these been 
granted before Eva Willourn, a mulatto 
and wife of Hefbért Wiliburn, who lives in 
Albany, Ga., came forward with a duplicate 
copy of the will,. She, together with two 
of the boys, were named as executors. He 
bequeathed in the first item of the will, a 
house and lot ‘in the city of Cuthbert, fifty 
acres of land, mules and wagons to Albert, 
the youngest child, on account of Ais being 
the youngest and most dependent. 

The second item in the’ will gave Eva, 
William, Ed, George and Albert Jeffries, the 
children of Alice Jéffries, his former slave, 
now deceased, -all hig. money, notes, ac- 
counts and other property, equally, except- 
ing the bequest méde-Albert in item 1. 

Kiva, one of the executors named, produc- 
ed the will, which ‘was written with accura- 
cy and précision. It was admitted to re- 
cord, and she took charge of his effects. 

And so it was that he did intend to pro- 
vide for these children, illegitimate as they 
were—the children of his slave. 

He Loved the Woman. 

It is generally understood that when Jef- 
fries’s slaves were freed that he settled 
$2,000 on this woman to remain with him. 
She did so up till her death. The will shows 
how he provided fer the children. The will 
has caused no little talk and has produced a 
peculiar and novel sensation. The records 
of Randolph county have never had record- 
ed such a paper as this. The good people 
very much fegret that this shall be the 
record in this county of a life so wrong- 
fully and unlawfully spent.

Debts are paid with the results of la- 
bor, and there is no other way of set- 
tlng them, and when an injustice is 
saddled on labor, the evil effects of it 
are felt in all directions. 

The people of Georgia pay their debts 
with cotton, and this is just as true of 
the merchant and business man as it is 
of the farmer. In other words. the 
cotton crop is the basis of business in 
Georgia and in the south, just as manu- 
facturing is the basis of business in 
New England. This being true, any- 
thing that tends to reduce the purchas- 


Ping and debt-paying power of cotton 


not only disturbs business but interferes 
seriously with the prosperity of the 
south. We. presime The Macon Tele- 
‘graph will not dispute this- proposition, 
stated in this form, and yet it is only 
another way of saying that prosperity 
depends on a just basis of settlement 
as between debtor and creditor. Our 
contemporary appears to regard only 
the interests of the creditor, but the ig 
terest of both debtor and creditor shomld 
have consideration. 

We need not, for purposes of illustra- 
tion go bark to 1873, when by surrep- 
titious legislation, the standard of value 
was changed and the relations between 
debtor and creditor most seriously’ dis- 
turbed. We need go no farther back 
than four years ago to show how these 
relations continue to grew more and 
more disturbed—the disturbance being 
always in favor of the creditor and 
against the debtor. Four years ago a 
debtor who owed $100 could pay it 
with twa bales of cotton or with less 
than 118 bushels of wheat. If he bor- 
rowed the money in 1890 it was worth 
no more to the man who loaned it than 
the equivalent of two bales of cotton 
and 118 bushels of wheat. But if the 
$100 debt is to De paid in 1894, it is 
worth four bales. of ¢otton,. or 200 
bushels of 4vheats; and the imterest, at 
8 per cent, will have required an addi- 
‘tional bale and a half of cotton and six- 
ty-fonr bushels of wheat. . 

This represents the growth of the 
value ef debts only during the past few 
years. If we go back to the year the 
change was made in the standard of 
value, the growth ‘in the value of debts 
has been simply appalling. It is a won- 
der the people have survived the system 
of robbery. But the argument of The

Great factories 
were planned, and it was the dream of the 
promoters that ome day the little town 
would be literally dotted with busy manu- 
facturing establishments. ‘ 
* it developed that the town would 
flourish better as an educational town, 
and, by the strong, earnest efforts of Dr. 
liawthorne and other patriotic citizens, 
Southern Baptist collega was located 
at the mew town. One of the finest and 
roomiest college buildings in the south was 
erected, and it "Was opened only a few 
weeks ago.

NOT TOM AND BUCK, 


The Two Men Arrested in Columbus 
Belong to a Different Gang. 

The report that came from Columbus 
Tuesday night that Buck O’Shields and 
Tom Delk, two of the most notorious 
criminals that ever figured in local criminal 
circles, had been arrested, proved to be a 
false alarm. 

And back of the report there is an 
amusing story of a fake game that was 
worked on the Columbus police by a charac- 
ter well known in Atlanta police circles. 

Chief Connolly received a telegram Tues- 
day night telling him of the arrest in 
Columbus of O’Shields and Delk. The tele- 
gram was from Chief of Police Wiley Wil- 
liams, of Columbus, and that official was so 
certain that he had the right parties that 
he did not feel the slightest doubt of it. 

Chief Connolly was, of course, happy 
over the apprehension of these cwo men, 
who have figured so conspicuously in 
Atlanta crinijnal life, and wired Chief Wil- 
liams to hold the men at all hazards. He 
sent to Columbus at once Cal! Officer 
Beavers, of this city, for the purpose of 
identifying and bringing back to Atlanta 
the two desperado criminals. 

Officer Beavers reached Columbus yester- 
day morning. He went at once fo police 
headquarters and made himself known to 
the police chief. Beavers knows both 
O’Shields and Delk well, from having 
handled them in the discharge of his official 
duties, and he went at once to the cell in 
Which the two men were locked to identify 
them. One glance sufficed to show that 
the men were not O’Shields and Delk. 

But the officer immediately recognized two 
men well known in Atlanta—Dock Thomp- 
son and Will Johnson. Back of their ar- 
rest was a most peculiar story, which 
promptly came to light. It developed that 
George Oaks, well known in Atlanta, had 
put up a great job on the Columbus police 
chief. 

Patrolman Beavers returned home last 
night, and he was laughing over the funny 
story that had grown out of the supposed 
arrest of the two escaped jail birds. 

Columbus, Ga., October 17.~It was de- 
veloped today that the two men arrested 
by the police heré last night were not 
the right parties, but were Dock Thompson 
and Will Johnson, both of Atlanta.: The 
Story of their betrayal and arrest last 
night’ appeared in today’s Constitutioné 
The arrival this morning of ees Beav- 


ers from Atlanta, who aame t ke the 
supposed criminals back’ to the “eonvict 
Camp, exploded a. great big fake Which 
had been very. successfully worked on 
Chief Willams and his men, and now 
the officers are making every effort to 
find George Oaks. Oaks is the man who 
acted as the policemen’s informer on the 
occasion referred to. He is a professional 
tough and one of his chief occupations is 
to beat people for drinks. After exhaust- 
ing his efforts last night to obtain whisky 
from his acquaintances Oaks hit upon the 
novel idea of trying the police force, and 
strange as it may seem, some of Columbus's 
efficient officers, who are usually alért 
and always on the lookout for Oaks’s kind, 
proved to be ‘“‘suckers’’ and set them up 
every time he called on them. His game 
worked beautifully on the unsuspecting 
guardians of the law, and if Oaks is found 
his victims will no doubt make it uncom- 
fortable for him. He duped the policemen 
in this way: He first approached Chief 
Williams and related to him the history 
of O’Shields and Delk’s crimes, their con- 
victions and subsequent escape. They were 
desperate criminals and large rewards were 
offered for their capture. The convicts 
were in Columbus and if the proper induce- 
ments were offered he would arrange for 
their capture. He stated that he knew 
both the men well and.could point them 
out in a short while. For doing this he 
would require a division of the rewards, 
at the same time he studiously avoided 
giving any intimation as to where the 
men were. He was rather slow, too, about 
making negotiations by which he was to 
reveal their hiding place. After taking a 
number of drinks at the oucers’ expense, 
however, he talked quite freely and pro- 
ceeded to a negro barroom, where he point- 
ed out the n.en whom he identified &s the 
escaped convicts. The prisoners were car- 
ried to police headquarters, where they 
were held until this morning, when Officer 
Beavers arrived. In the meantime Oaks 
skipped out. The officers who were 80 
elated last night over having bagged what 
they termed “big game’ and the hopes 
of receiving some two 
dollars apiece in the way of rewards, wear 
a somewhat depressed look today and are 
not inclined to talk at any length about the 
matter.

‘‘That's one of the most pitiful sighta I 
ever gaw,” said a man who had come in on 
the same train. Father and son, both 
bound together and doomed for a long sen- 
tence of hard labor.

The Express People Confident That They | 


Are on the Trail of the Right Men, and 
That They Will Land Them All 


Washington, October 17.~Conductor Green, 
of the Baltimore and Ohio railroad, arrived 
in Washington today from Cumberland, 
Md., and reported that the authorities were 
on the track of four men in addition to the 
three arrested. Of these three, 
said, had been placed in jail at Martins- 
burg this morning. They had boarded a 
freight train and had unmercifully besten 
the conductor. One of them had a very 
large nickél-plated revolver. : 

The conductor says the line of the rail- 
read has been infested with toughs for sev- 
eral weeks. There were confidence men on 
his train today and nearly every train is 
troubled with them.

Within a week a dozen or 
more of them have been on the Baltimore 
and Ohio trains and have attempted to 
swindle the passengers. This last state- 
ment is important*in its possible bearing 
on the arrests as indicating that the two 
men in jafl at Martinsburg may have other 
reasons than participation in the train rob- 
very for wishing to avoid the police. At 
the same time the belief is expressed con- 
fidently that the right men have been

In the case of the Cumberland arrest the 
express company officers here believe that 
they have a hot cluc, and they throw aside 
a little of their’reserve and say so. The re- 
port that the men captured are the robbers 
is believed by them. 

Had $1,500 in Two Stockings. 

Cumberland, Md., October 17.—A man an- 
swering the description telegraphed to the 
chief of police of this city, by the governor 
of Virginia, yesterday, was arrested as he 
was about to take a train for Pittsburg this 
morning.

Less than three weeks ago, ac- 
companied by Bailiff Boyles and afterwards 
assisted by Officer George Hamilton, Bailiff 
Summers, of Justice Orr’s court, attempted 
to arrest Dabbs on @ warrant sworn out in 
the justice court, 

But Dabbs, in @ moment when his eccen- 
tricity had the upper hand of him, refused to 
go with the officers and when Summers 
approached him, drew a dangerous 
pistol and fired at him. The Sfficers made 
an orderly retreat and decidud not to ar- 
rest him. 

Bailiff! Summers felt somewhat hurt sy 
this treatment and swore out a warrant 
before Justice Bloodworth charging Dabbs 
with assault with intent to murder. The 
warrant was placed in the hands of Bailiff 
Ray, who, shortly after noon yesterday, 
decided to try to arrest Dabbs. Hardly had 
the bailiff put in an appearance before 
Dabbs betame belligerent. With a quick 
motion he reached for a brace of pistols 
and drew them @n the bailiff. Ray was 
nearly as quick as the negro, however, and 
the moment he saw him reach for the pis- 
tols, Jumped upon him and a desperate figh 
ensued. .
